Felix Morris was at the Henrietta, 
nnd the orchestra had juat nmahed tho 
overture, when Mr. Albert Owens ap- 
peared on the stage and informed tho 
audience that there wna a sinull blaze 
in the rear of the thenber, and aug- 
gested that they leave the building, 
which they did in guod order. 

In a few minutes the flumes, which 
first appenred in the large auditorium 
adjoining the theater, broke out in the 
rear of tho stage. A high wind waa 
blowing and fanned the flames, so that 
when the engines arrived the theater 
was doomed, and the Chittoudeu hotel 
adjoining on the east waa also ablaze. 

A man who w as recognized aa An- 
drew Armstrong, a stage hand, ap- 
peared at a fourth-story window of the 
theater and cried fur help. He w aa told 
not to jump and he would be saved. Uo 
disappeared fr.mi t lie window aad waa 
not seen again. 

So far aa now known thia waa tho 
only life losv The guests, of the Chit- 
tenden house had ample time to escape, 
but few aaved any property. In an 
hour after the fire broke out iu the 
Henrietta, the Chittenden was fast fall- 
ing into ruins. 

Just north of the hotel atood tho 
Park theater. Uray and Stephana, 
with their trained dogs and poniea, 
were giving a performance there. Tho 
curtain was suddenly rung down and 
the audience was dismissed. Half an 
hour later the theater was also in ruins. 

The Henrietta theater had just en 
tered upon its see r mum.h. This 
theater, the Auditorium adjoining and 
the hotel were owned by Henry T. 
Chittenden. The Henrietta wae sup- 
posed to be fireproof. The loss on tho 
Henrietta and the Auditorium la about 
WOO. 000. 

That on the hotel is *400,000, and tho 
Park IHl.OlW. There were also in th* 
buildings the Ohio Savings bank, tho 
Star (>hoe More, Rich drug store and 
lioodmun's clothing house. Their losses 
will aggregate ♦100.000.
